In France and Flanders the week 


brought little change In the positions 
of the opposing armies, though the 
fighting was uninterrupted. The Brit- 
ish deluged the German lines in Bel- 
glum with shell fire that Indicated an- 
other drive, and there were reports 
that Crown Prince Huprecht was pre 
paring to execute another "strategic 
retreat" to the Courtrai-Thourout line 
and thus give up a strip of territory 
east of Tpres from ten to twenty miles 
deep. This would help the allies on 
their way toward the German subma- 
rine bases at Zeebrugge and other 
ports on the Belgian coast. 


The Germans made several air raids 


on England, killing a number of per- 
sons, especially at Chatham, and one 
of their U-boats shelled Scarborough. 
The British press exhibits some un- 
easiness lest the Germans have "got 
the jump" on the allies in the matter 
of increased air forces. The United 
States, however, Is coming fast In this 
respect, building machines as rapidly 
as possible and training a big army of 
aviators, here and abroad. 


Again on Thursday night the Ger- 


man aviators devoted their attention 
to the French auspltals behind the 
Verdun lines, bombarding them for sli 
and a half hours and killing 19 soldiers 
who already were severely wounded. 


If a-cablegram from Shanghai Is to

Definite reports have 
been circulated that laborites are plan- 
ning to cripple various Industries by 
atiIkes, especially the fuel Industry. 
These reports, Mr. Gompers declares, 
do not relate to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. They are, however, too 
\\ ell substantiated to be ignored.^ 


The British trades union congress by 


a vote of 2,894,000 to 91,000 declared 
itself opposed to participation In the 
Stockholm congress, and this, taken 
with the refusal of many countries to 
giant passports to delegates,, probably 
will result in the entire abandonment 
of the gathering in the Swedish city.

This work increase safeguards over 


the health and lives of our school 
children is only in its infancy. Until 


full grown we must appeal to 
parents and guardians of -the 


Iren to help us. 
We all love 


Ir c \ildren and would sacrifice our 


""lives to save theirs, yet we do not 
make sufficient study of how to care 
ior them. 


The first thought in the morning 


should he the child. We should not 
content ourselves with greeting our 
sons and daughters with an impul- 
sive and „ affectionate kiss and hug, 
and then rush to other duties that 
the day has brought with it. 
In- 


stead, the first duty is to tarry with 
J;he child sufficiently long to deter- 


line whether or not it seems well. 
Without letting the child appreciate 


jbhat there is a suspicion of its being 
Sick, 'get to see the -.tongue, notice 
jow it swallows, look for any spots 
\f rash on the skin, for congested 
res, for a hot skin, lor want of 
isual good cheer. 


K the child shows any indication 


of sickness it should not be permit- 
ted to associate with the other chl- 


dren in the house, and under no cir- 
[ cumstaiices sKould- Jit,.., be^-^permit—, 
ted to go to school._ Its life is^first, 
education second. 
While it does not do to be pessimis- 
tic, it is (better to consider any sign 
of illness the possible forerunner of 
some one~-of the diseases that chil- 
dren are so Susceptible to. 


For the child's sake it should "be 


kept -away from other children, as 
•has been suggested, and unless the 
condition clears up in a very short 
time medical aid should be called in. 
A stitch in time saves nine. 
Such 


precautions as mentioned may not 
only save your own child's life but 
an epidjemic of mea.sles, scarlet fever 
diphtheria or 
other 
communicable 


diseases, not only in a school but 
maybe_m a whole community. What 
is asked of mothers and guardians of 
children is so little and means so 
many human lives that certainly the 
warning is worth taking.
